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W. H. A. water has 
high iron content 


A filtering system is in the 
works for the drinking water at 
Wilmington’s housing for the 
elderly on Deming Way 

Complaints of a high iron con- 
tent in the tap water have led the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
‘WHA) to seek a remedy. Many 
residents of the project have been 
buying bottled water. 

The WHA has contracted with 
S.E.S. Consultants, Inc. for the 
design of a filtering system. With 
plans not yet complete, cost es- 
timates are not available. WHA 
Chairmah George Hooper said, 
though. that a local contractor had 
made a rough guess of $15 thou- 
sand to $18 thousand for a filtering 
system, not including a building to 
house the system. It was at that 
point it was deci to have the 
system designed properly, and 
S.£.A; Consultants were brought 
in. S.E.A. is the firm that designed 
the new septic system for the hous- 
ing for the elderly. project. 


The WHA meanwhile is awaiting 
groundbreaking on the ground- 
breaking on the septic system. A 
contract has been awarded to the 
White Construction Company, 
Hooper said. 

A third plumbing project at the 
housing project, that of un- 
derground heating pipes between 
the buildings, will not be under- 
taken until next year. For the 
duration of the winter, emergency 
repairs will be done, with major 
repairs to wait until the boilers 
have been shut down, in the spring. 

Hooper said that the WHA was 
still “running in the red” but that 
he hoped to have it on a_self- 
Sustaing basis by next year. He 
credited state engineer Richard 
Skerry as a great source of help for 
the Authority. 

“The state has really bent over 
backwards for the Wilmington 
Housing Authority,” Hooper said.- 


$3000 is looking 
for Ruth Jenkins 


The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority has $3 thousand which it 
is seeking to give to a lady named 
Ruth Jenkins, or her heirs or 
devisees. And it cannot find her. 

Twenty years ago Ruth lived on 
Cook Hill, in South Wilmington. It 
is a nice hill. a former volcano, 
which has a few homes, but which 
cannot get town water because of 
the cost. The problem has been 
discussed publicly several times, 
as has the history of the real estate 
speculations which took place in 
that area in the 1890s. 

The land around Cook Hill. and 
the hill itself. many many acres of 
land. was cut up by real estate 
speculators into small house lots, 
lots which no attention was paid to 
the physical aspects of the area. 
and which were sold to hopeful 
land owners under conditions in 
which very few homes were ever 
built 

Land which could not be used 
was abandoned. was taken by the 
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town. was sold again, and again 
abandoned. The result was a com- 
plex history of persons having 
claims to the land, - a mess. 

Part of that mess is now being 
cleared up by the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority. That 
authority. under vote of the town, 
has taken by eminent domain some 
eighty odd parcels of land, off 
Eames Street. and has made those 
parcels of land into one, which is 
being acquired ‘by the Jewel 
Manufacturing Company. 

The WRA has settled all claims 
that it could. It has traced down 
the owners, going back 80 years, 
and paid off heirs to dubious titles. 
[t was authorized by the town to 
borrow $200 thousand for this pur- 
pose. but borrowed only $175 thou- 
sand 

Of the eighty odd parcels, 45 
were owned by the town, and 
Wilmington has been paid $77 thou- 
sand for those parcels. 

Many of the rest have been paid, 
but there are a few outstanding 
lots. vet to be paid for. 

One of the lots was owned by the 
Boudreau family. also of Cook 
Hill. The WRA offered $1500 for 
the land. but the Boudreau . family 
thinks it is worth more, and the 
case is now’in court. The WRA 
recently authorized a ‘‘pro tanto” 
payment of $1500. so as to ul- 
timately reduce the costs in in- 
terest. while the case goes through 
the courts. t 

Other lots were owned by heirs 
of people - heirs who live in Greece 
or Jugoslavia. or elsewhere. 

The WRA has money in the bank, 
to pay those heirs. if the heirs can 
be legally proven to exist. There is 
more than $37 thousand, in that 
fund. If the heirs cannot be paid, 
the money. ultimately will go to 
the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

And Ruth Jenkins is one of the 
persons for whom the WRA is 
seeking. If she can be found she 
will get.these $3,000. If her heirs 
can be found, they will get it. 
Otherwise the money will go to the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

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x few words, not a biography, 
are necessary about the man who 
unsuccessfully defended Daniel 
Pearson when he was tried for 
murder. Pearson was found guilty 
and was hanged. His attorney. 
Ben Butler of Lowell, ended up ow- 
ning the Pearson house. as his fee. 

Today there are not too many 
persons who know of Ben Butler, 
but 60 or 70 years ago his name 
was well known in Massachusetts. 

He was a Lowell attorney, who 
was. not necessarily in the order 
presented. a Militia officer, a Ma- 
jor General in the US Army, 
Mayor of Lowell. and Governor of 
Massachusetts. 

The easiest way to describe Ben 
is to say he was a controversial 
person. To his enemies and he 
had more than a few. he was a 
rascal. To his admirers, and there 
were many. he was a clever and 
resourceful man. There were 
many ways in which his abilities 
were shown. 

When the writer was a boy, there 
was a story that Ben Butler had a 
lamp. a shade of which was tanned 
skin of a black person. The tan- 
ning was supposed to have been 
done in a Woburn tanning shop. 

Later the reverse of this story 
was heard - that Butler took a 
political advantage of the fact that 
some person in the Tewksbury 
Alms House. now the Tewksbury 
Hospital, had a lamp with a shade 
made of black skin, and that Butler 
used this story successfully in a 
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Ben Butler ended up owning 
Daniel Pearson’s home 


political campaign. ¥ 

Perhaps both stories were wrong 
- but they illustrate how stories did 
circulate around Ben Butler, all 
his life 

Ben Butler, of course, was ac- 
tive in politics. and he was also an 
active man in the state militia of 
Massachusetts. 

In politics he was a Democrat. 
He was though. almost typically, a 
Brockinridge Democrat - i.e. a 
man who was sympathizing with a 
southern wing of the Democratic 
party. Without doubt the position 
was deliberately chosen, for in the 
Democratic convention in 1860 it 
put him into a position of some ad- 
vantage. among the southern 
Democrats. and then, when the 
war started. he was one of the 
more prominent Democrats who 
supported the Union cause 

He was also. as was said. active 
in the state militia. His activities 
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Surgical patients at Choate 
Hospital get explanation 


Every evening, Sunday through 
Thursday. at 6:30 pm patients at 
the Choate Memorial Hospital in 
Woburn who are awaiting surgery, 
will meet. They will meet in a 
small conference room oni the first 
floor. to find out exactly what will 
happen to them before ana after 
their operations. 

The program was initiated in 
mid-August by Choate’s Vice 
President for Nursing Services, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Clark, RN. She and 
various members of her staff feel 
that the program will go a long 
way in allaying fears common to 
those who face surgery 

Most surgical patients are ap- 
prehensive’ says Mrs. Clark. ‘‘It 
could be fear of anesthesia, of 
pain, or of medication. Mostly it is 
fear of the unknown.” 

The course reaches between six 
and eight patients each evening. It 
traces all probable Hospital 
proceedures a patient will undergo 
before and after surgery. Knowing 
what to expect. it is supposed, will 
make the experience of a surgical 
patient less fearsome. 

The supposition, so far, seems to 
have been correct. 

“An excellent idea.’ says one 
patient. “‘It puts patients at ease 
and makes them understand what 
it is all about” says another 

“Most people entering a hospital 
for an operation are beset by fears, 
and this information sets their 
minds at rest.” 

Another advantage of pre-op in- 
struction, reports Mrs. Clark, is 
that surgical patients meeting as a 
group draw comfort from knowing 
one another. in similar cir- 
cumstances. 

“At first the patients are ap, 
prehensive and quiet’’ Mrs. Clark 
Says. “‘but as the session goes on 
they will open up and ask 
questilons. When the patients 


) } leave the room, they are for the 


most part a united. fairly relaxed 
and friendly group” 

Mrs. Clark says that some form 
of “pre-op” teaching has always 
been a function of the Choate nur- 
sing staff, but that it was usually 
done individually, at the bedside. 
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covered by a pension plan 
you may be able to use up 
to $1,500 a year to set up

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The new program. she feels. offers 
basically the same service in a 
tore structured organized way. 
and as a result the patients benefit. 

The pre-operative sessions last 
for 30 to 45 minutes. and the dis- 
cussion is evenly divided between 
pre-operative and post-operative 
proceedures. 

Pre-operative subjects include 
skin preparation and cleaning, pre- 
op medication, criteria for eating. 
drinking,.and smoking before sur- 
gery and transportation to the sur- 
gical suite.

must be removed 

Post-operative subjects included 
are recovery room proceedures, 
special equipmant such as L.V.‘s, 
tubes. casts. post-operative 
medication, respiratory therapy.

Benjamin Butler, Lowell lawyer, Civil War General 


‘From Page Twelve) 


started in Lowell. with the militia 
.in that city. and before the Civil 
War had actually started he was in 
command of the greater part of 
the state militia. 

Ben Butler was one man who 
believed in preparedness. He had 
the Massachusetts militia ready to 
march, and when Fort Sumter sur- 
rendered to the Confederates on 
April 13, 1861, Butler was ready to 
march. 

On April 19, six days after 
Sumter surrendered, the Sixth 
Massachusetts was marching 
through Baltimore, from one 
railroad station to another, and it 
was attacked by a mob of people 
sympathetic to the south. A 
number of persons were killed, in- 
cluding three soldiers from 
Lowell, the first northerners to die 
in the Civil War. 

The Sixth Massachusetts was a 
part of Butler's command. He 
himself was with other troops 
from Massachusetts, who were be- 
ing carried by steamboat, and who 
were at that time landing at An- 
napolis, Maryland. Butler had a 
elaborate plan all cooked up, to 
bamboozle the officers of the U.S. 
Army. who would be there to meet 
him. He had his officers read 
Thucydides, a famous history of 
the wars between Athens and Spar- 
ta. in'ancient Greece. Butler was 
planning to have his officers con- 
verse on'a higher plane than the 
regular officers of the U.S. Army 
could. 

Thucydides was the subject of 
conversation at the supper table 
that night. to the bewilderment of 
some Regulars, but then the news 
came of the Baltimore riot, and 
Butler swung his troops north, to 
Federal Hill. overlooking 
Baltimore. where he commanded 
the situation. 

From that vantage point he cow- 
ed the city, and incidently, saved 
Maryland (eastern Maryland) for 
the Union, at least at that time. 

Butler put/a number of people in 
jail. for their pro-southern stand. 
This included the Mayor of 
Baltimore, and 17 or18 state 
legislators, and many other per- 
sons. Perhaps put is not exactly 
the word, but the people were in a 
place where they could not agitate 
the mob. 

Somebody went to the Supreme 
Court. and got from Justice Tanez 
a Writ of Mandamus to free some 
of those persons who had been im-~ 
prisoned. Abraham Lincoln looked 
blandly the other way, and that 
was step two in ensuring that 
Maryland was not going to become 
a part of the Confederacy 

Butler was at his very best, in 
Baltimore. and Abraham Lincoln 
made him a Major General of 
Volunteers. He was the first man 
in the Union Army to hold such 
rank. in the Civil War, and this 
while Robert E. Lee was still a 
Colonel in the U.S. Army, and 
Ulysses Grant probably hadn't 
begun to think about being a 
volunteer officer in the Army. 

butler’s prompt action, in 
leading Massachusetts troops to 
Washington, not only ensured that 
eastern Maryland was going to be 
in the Union. but also alleviated 
some reel fears in Washington that 
the pro-southern forces would sur- 
round that city. Probably it could 


not have happened - but Butler was 
there: and in command of 


‘thousands of troops at the right 


place at the right time. 

Abraham Lincoln, at that 
minute, badly needed support, and 
Butler provided it. The 
Republicans. too, needed 
Democrats on their side, and 
again. there was Ben Butler, a 
Breckinridge Democrat, in full 
support of the Union. No wonder 
Lincoln made him a Major 
General 

Butler had started his Army 
career gloriously. It was not to 
end that way 

A few months later he was in 

command of Fortress Monroe, a 
huge fortification situated where 
the James River flows into the 
Chesapeake Bay. It was here that 
Butler made his unique contribu- 
tion to the American style of con- 
versation. 
Broadly speaking the war was over 
slavery, but in the beginning it was 
closely defined. for a number of 
reasons. as to being over the seces- 
sion of séveral states from the un- 
ion. Abraham Lincoln and others 
preferred to keep it that way, for a 
while. 

Slaves who escaped to the 
northern lines were returned to the 
south, in spite of the anti-slavery 
sympathies. There were many 
who were upset at this but Lincoln 
ordered that it be done, and he had 
his reasons. Finally, in September 
1862. after the Battle of Antietam, 
Linco issued the Emancipation 
Proclamation, freeing all slaves 
held in bondage on January 1, 1863 
in states in rebellion. 

The Emancipation Proclamation 
doomed the Confederacy, and un- 
ited the people, of the north. It 
was. in this writer's opinion, the 
turning point of the Civil War. 

But. until that time, it was a 
phrase of Butler's who provided 
the answer of what to do about run- 
away slaves. Sitting in Fortress 
Monroe, a year previously, he had 
put his lawyer's mind to thinking 
out the answer, and he had come 
up with the word Contraband. 

The people of the séuth were in 
rebellion. “Their property, which 
helped them fight, could be seized 
by the Union side. This included 
the slaves, who provided much of 
the sustenance for the south, and 
Butler called them Contrabands, 
and seized them as such 

The word was instantly popular, 
and provided an excuse for not sen- 
ding the slaves back to their 
former masters. 

From Monroe, Butler was sent 
to Ship Island. off the Mississippi 
Delta 

Ship Island was forlorn and 
bleak. but thousands of Yankee 
troops were concentrated there, 
for the coming invasion of the 
Mississippi River. 

When New Orleans was captured 
by Admiral Farragut it was Ben 
Butler who had to contend with the 
ardent Secessionists who inhabited 
that city. and with their ladies too. 

Butler hung one of the 
Secessionists. as a lesson to the 
&thers, and to the ladies he issued 
an order that if they continued to 
act as they were they would be 
treated as women of the streets, 
plying their avocation 

That gave the Rebels something 
to yell about. They dubbed Butler 
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~-Beast Butler’ - a sobriquet that 
can still be heard in New Orleans. 

He was a clever man, in many 
ways. He was also pompous and 
vain, and as the Civil War inten- 
sified he became more and more 
of a problem. In spite of his being 
the senior Major General in the 
U.S. Army he was never promoted 
to command large armies. 

Finally. in 1864. he was goven 
command of the Army of the 
James. This was after General 
Grant had started the Battle of the 
Wilderness. the beginning of his 
long road to Richmond - 55 miles, 
in which he would lose 1,000 men to 
the mile. 

The idea was that the Army of 
the James would land in back of 
the forces of General Lee, and take 
the city of Petersburg. 26 miles 
south of Richmond. and probably 
then swing up toward the Capital 
City This would ease the 
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problems of General Grant by 
making .General Lee look over the 
backyard fence. 

The war thhat Butler conducted 
was comical. His opponent at 
Petersburg was General 
Bureaugard. who was also a per- 
son with grandiose ideas. When 

tler landed his 40,000 men 

reaugard had only 800 soldiers 
to oppose him 

The distraction that Butler was 
to provide never worked out The 
Rebels bottled up Butler and the 
Army of the James. and then both 
Butler and Bureaugard began to 
pepper their superiors with 
messages and appeals for help. 

Butler did nothing. and in the 
words of one writer, he did it 
grandly. He allowed his 40,000 
soldiers be bottled up in a place 
called Bermuda Hundred, so that 
General Grant got absolutely no 
assistance 
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Butler had signalling towers ~ 
built. and spent many days super- 2 
vising the construction of a bridge ;, 
over the Appomatox. There was a ™ 
lot of noise and activity,. but the = 
Confederates were able to erect 7 
strong fortifications in front of 3 
Petersburg in spite of Butler, and » 
it wasn’t until Grant arrived on the _ 
scene that the fighting started) 2 

Perhaps the best description of ny 
the man was written by Theodore 
Lyman. a Boston Yankee who 
served with the Army of the 
James. * 

“He is the strangest sight you 
ever saw. It is hard to keep your 
eyes off him. With his head set im- 
mediately on a stout, shapeless 
body. his very squinting eyes, and 
a set of legs and arms that look as ~ 
if made for somebody else, and 
hastily glued to him by mistake, he 
presents a combination of Victor

It was also a stronghold worthy 
of the name. a 

In the tast part of 1864 the Union 
was planning an expedition to cap- 
ture Fort Fisher. Admiral David 
Dixon Porter was in command, of 
the Naval detachment, which 
amounted to 64 ships. The military 
correspondence had to go through 
the office of General Butler, and 
he not only learned of the plans, 
but took over active command, 
displacing the general who had 
been planned to command.

many people. and was a world- 
wide sensation. Butler decided to 
adapt this to the Fort Fisher ex- 
pedition. He would explode an am- 
munition ship close to the fort, and 
thus demolish it 

Porter did not necessary sub- 
scribe to the idea. but he let Butler 
go ahead. and an old steamer, the 
Louisiana. was loaded with several 
hundred tons of old gunpowder. 
Late one night it was steamed 
ashore near Fisher, and it blew up 
at about 2a.m.. but with absolutely 
no damage to Fisher. Butler, in 
his command ship, steamed in 
toward the fort, and then when the 
Confederates started firing at him, 
turned around and steamed away. 

Admiral Porter. in disgust, 
wrote to General Grant, and asked 
for the same troops, and the same 
equipment. and a different genera’ 

‘and I'll take the place.” 5 

He got his request, and without 
Butler. he captured Fort Fisher. 

Almost all that has been related 
was of Ben Butler when he was in 
the Army. It is only fair to tell of 
him in the days when he was a 
young lawyer. in Lowell, at about 
the time that he was defending 
Daniel Pearson on a charge of 
murder. 

One story involves a butcher, 
and his butcher shop. 

The butcher came into Butler's 
office one day, and asked Ben if a 
dog were to steal meat from the 
shop. would the owner of the dog 
be liable. 

Butler said the owner would be. 

The butcher told him that Ben's 
dog had stolen five dollars worth of 
meat. Ben reached into his 
Pocket. took out five dollars and 
gave it to the butcher, who was a 
much surprised person at this ac- 
tion. 

The butcher then turned around 
and walked out. 

Just a minute,”
